Drawings 

> The corrected or substitute drawings were received on September 18, 2002 . 
These drawings are acceptable. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

> The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

> Claims 18 and 19 are still rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Saitou et al. (US Pat. No. 5,739,546). See last Office action mailed on 
June 13, 2002. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

> The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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> Claim 20 is still rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Saitou et al. (US Pat. No. 5,739,546) in view of Lou (US Pat. No. 5,759,906). See last 
Office action mailed on June 13, 2002. 

> Claims 21-22 are still rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Saitou et al. (US Pat. No. 5,739,546). See last Office action mailed on June 13, 
2002. 

Response to Arguments 

> Applicant's arguments filed September 25, 2002 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Saitou et al. do not teach a patterned 
fill layer. However, the Examiner disagrees. Applicant is advised that during patent 
examination, the pending claims must be "given the broadest reasonable interpretation 
consistent with the specification" (see MPEP 2111). For example, Applicant shows in 
Figure 7, that the patterned fill layer is just a patterned conductive layer (12B) formed in 
the kerf area (4). Thus, Saitou et al. anticipate such a limitation since the patterned 
layer (6) of Saitou et al. is defined as a patterned conductive layer (6) formed in the kerf 
area (3), which agrees with the teaching provided in Figure 7 of Applicant's 
Specification. Therefore, broadly speaking the patterned layer (6) of Saitou et al. is also 
a patterned "fill" layer. 

In addition, with regards to the arguments about the method limitations 
incorporated in the claimed language, Applicant should noted that such limitations 
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contain method of making characteristics given no patentable weight in determining 
patentability of the final device structure. Note that a "product by process" claim is 
directed to the product per se, no matter how actually made, In re Brown, 173 USPQ 
685; In re Luck, 177 USPQ 523; In re Fessmann, 180 USPQ 324; In re Avery, 186 
USPQ 161; In re Wertheim, 191 USPQ 90 (209 USPQ 554 does not deal with this 
issue); In re Marosi et al, 218 USPQ 289; and particularly In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 
all of which make it clear that it is the patentability of the final product per se which must 
be determined in a "product by process" claim, and not the patentability of the process, 
and that an old or obvious product produced by a new method is not patentable as a 
product, whether claimed in "product by process" claims or not. Note that applicant has 
the burden of proof in such cases, as the above case law makes clear. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the reference 
Lou is incorporated only to teach that aluminum of about 6000 A thick is a conventional 
material used in the art to form patterned conductive layer. The motivation can be found 
in col. 5, lines 33-39 of Lou. Therefore, the references are combinable because first, 
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they are from the same field of endeavor and second, a motivation was provided to 
combine the references. As such the rejection is considered to be proper.
